Missing 


Pieces 


Muni undergoes a fleet inspection after SF Weekly reveals that a safety device was absent from 


the bus that killed a cyclist.

At around 8:45 on the morn- 
ing of Friday, Oct. 18, 78-year-old 
Cheng Jin Lai was pedaling his bicycle 
through SoMa, apparently collecting 
recyclables. Moments later he was 
dead. 

A 27-Bryant bus taking a soft 
right from 11th Street onto Bryant 
came into contact with Lai. He fell 
from his bike and was crushed be- 
neath the bus’s right rear tire. 

This is disturbing. It’s even more 
so because, as SF Weekly reported 
last week, a safety device specifically 
designed to prevent people from be- 
ing crushed by a bus’ back-right tire 
was missing from this bus. 

Muni managers were soon aware 
that Bus No. 8410 was not equipped 
with an “S-1 Gard,” a bumper-shaped 
hunk of polyurethane mounted in 
front of the right rear tire in order to 
deflect people, animals, or objects. 
This information, however, was 
not shared with Muni Director Ed 
Reiskin. He learned about the miss- 
ing S-1 Gard four days after Lai’s 
death, from SF Weekly. 

Prior to reading that article, 
Reiskin says, he didn’t know what an 
S-1 Gard was. 

Hours later, though, Reiskin 
called for a total fleet inspection of 
Muni’s buses. Of 801 coaches, the 
agency claims 14 were missing the 
device — meaning, even among 
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those struck by buses, Lai was excep- 
tionally unlucky. 

Reiskin and other Muni officials, 
however, took care to note that, in 
sending buses onto city streets sans 
S-1 Gards, they weren't violating any 
“regulatory requirements.” 

That’s true — but it’s cold com- 
fort to anyone concerned that, but 
for a missing part, a death might 
have been avoided. It’s also a viola- 
tion of Muni policy tracing to 2007 
— the year the Orion buses of the 
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sort that killed Lai arrived, with S-1 
Gards pre-installed. 

In fact, while the mounting 
brackets for an S-1 Gard remained 
on Bus No. 8410, the device “had 
been missing for quite some time,” 
per a Muni source. S-1 Gards fall 
off when buses go up on a curb or 
hit an object. Replacing one takes 
20 minutes. But that doesn’t always 
happen. “They don’t keep enough in 


stock to reinstall them,” says a Muni 


manager. 
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While mechanics check S-1 Gards 
during maintenance sessions and 
drivers ostensibly look for them 


during pre-run inspections, no Muni 


policy forbade a bus missing the de- 
vice from being put into service. 
Not anymore: On Friday, Oct. 25, 
a fiery Muni memo changed that: 
“a bus will be grounded and is [out 
of service] until it has a guard. ... 
the bus is on hold and not to be in 
revenue service until repaired, NO 
exceptions, period. NONE.” 
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Off the 
Road Again

Blake Rittman, the 
drummer for the San Francisco 
band Posole, was napping in his 
group's 1993 Ford Econoline when 
he awoke on Oct. 17 to see a Muni 
bus running alongside. What was 
unusual was that they were driving 
in Wyoming. 

“We wait for Muni all the 
time,’ says Rittman, whose photo- 
graph of the bus went viral. Seeing 
one in Wyoming “was hilarious.” 

It was less hilarious when five 
Muni buses driving between the 
New Flyer plant in St. Cloud, 
Minn., and San Francisco broke 
down in just a weeklong span in 
mid-October. Those hybrid buses 
run a cool $750,000 a pop. 

Muni spokesman Paul Rose 
confirmed the rash of break- 
downs, but noted that Muni 
considers the drive from Minne- 
sota part of a “road test” for new 
vehicles. A cluster of prodigiously 
expensive, brand-new buses 
flunking that test is distressing, 
however. Neal Popp, Muni’s chief 
mechanical officer, was dispatched 
to the New Flyer plant. Popp 
declined to speak with SF Weekly, 
and Rose says his presence there 
was a routine matter, the timing 
of which was purely coincidental. 

Posole showed up in San Fran- 
cisco for a show last week — even 
if a fleet of its fellow travelers did 
not. J.E. 





Fantasy- 
Made-Real 
Football 


A new start-up turns 
players into stocks. 


“I want to redefine what it 
is to be an athlete in our generation,” 
Houston Texans running back Arian 
Foster trumpets in a promotional 
video for Fantex Holdings, a local 
start-up that is, indeed, re-envisioning 
professional sports — or at least 
sports economics. 

Foster is the first athlete to sign 
his “personal brand” over to the San 





Francisco company, offering inves- 
tors a 20 percent share of his future 
earnings — including sponsorship 
revenue, advertising gigs, income 
generated from his NFL contract, 
prospective broadcasting jobs, etc. 
— in exchange for a lump sum of 
$10 million. Foster is currently sell- 
ing at $10 a share, with more than a 
million shares available on the com- 
pany’s trading platform. His shares 
are worth about half the projected 
value of Twitter’s, and roughly twice 
the per-share price of the National 
Bank of Greece. 

Granted, Foster might be a dicier 
investment than either of them. 
At 27, Foster is entering his fifth 
season with the Texans, which 
means he’s already clocked twice as 


many years as the average pro run- 
ningback. That’s a lot of miles on 
the odometer for an injury-prone 
player. (There’s also the lurking 
possibility that he could abscond to 
Rio de Janeiro.) As Fantex notes in 
its prospectus, the contract party 
has no obligation to enhance his 
own value — much less disclose any 
uncertainties to stockholders. 

And free will is only one of the 
many perils an investor confronts 
when purchasing stock in a human 
being. Other “risk factors” include 
illness, public scandal, disgrace with- 
in the NFL, or untimely death, all of 
which could dilute a player’s brand. 
No wonder there’s a joke making 
the rounds that Fantex is little more 
than high-stakes fantasy football. 


Yet betting on a human’s worth 
isn't entirely without precedent. In 
1997, investment banker David Pull- 
man issued $55 million in “Bowie 
Bonds” — asset-backed securities on 
future revenue from the 25 albums 
that David Bowie had recorded be- 
fore 1990. Under the terms of the 
contract, Bowie surrendered 10 years 
of royalties, but received a giant cash 
payment upfront, which allowed him 
to buy most of his own catalog. 

Evidently, Foster believes that, 
in his case, the short-term windfall 
is also a better gamble. That doesn’t 
seem to bother Fantex’s founder 
Cornell “Buck” French, a serial entre- 
preneur who doesn’t mind putting 
money on the line. He’s already 
drafted a real-life fantasy team for 


Fantex Holdings, with ex-Denver 
Broncos quarterback John Elway 

on his board, and an advisory team 
including Los Angeles Clippers emer- 
itus Kerry Kittles and former NFL 
guard Ben Utt. 

French declined to comment on 
the other athletes he’s courting, but 
says he hopes to diversify the com- 
pany’s portfolio — in interviews, 
he’s expressed interest in basketball, 
baseball, and golf. A much bigger 
roster could ultimately pay divi- 
dends, assuming Fantex doesn’t get 
benched during its first season. Fos- 
ter alone could pull $43.5 million on 
the five-year contract he signed with 
the Texans in 2012. That’s almost 
enough for Fantex to break even.

The decision to do up BART 


trains with carpeting and luxuriantly 
padded seats has been a generational 
head-scratcher. But, last week, we 
learned it’s working for someone. 

On Monday, Oct. 21, the Pub- 
lic Defender’s office trumpeted 
a favorable verdict for its client, 
Leslie Bailey, a man whose onboard 
demeanor managed to stand out, 
even at 16th Street Station. The off- 
blue hue and bits of exposed fluff 
were too much for the 28-year-old, 
who was soon spotted by a train 
driver “on his knees, thrusting his 
hips against the BART seat.” Bailey 
decamped the train in a flash, but 
returned — and rekindled his torrid 
affair with the same seat, “gyrating 
on his stomach while his feet dan- 
gled into the aisle.” 

In the afterglow of his coupling 
with the seat, Bailey was spotted 
apparently pleasuring himself while 
smoking crack cocaine. He later saw 
fit to apologize to the train driver 
— for smoking. 

It’s always intriguing to see 
which societal messages get 
through, and which don't. 

A San Francisco jury — God 
bless them — declined to convict 
Bailey for indecent exposure, de- 
termining that, as he carried on his 
tryst with the chair and puffed his 
post-coital smoke, he was not doing 
so with an attempt to draw atten- 
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tion to himself. Only hours later, 
BART and its unions announced 
an accord, curtailing the system’s 
second strike this year, and allowing 
hundreds of thousands of commut- 
ers to, once again, fill those coquett- 
ish seats. 

And there was much rejoicing. 


The star-crossed affair of Leslie 
Bailey and his chair illustrates so 
much about the Bay Area’s relation- 
ship with Bay Area Rapid Transit. It’s 
always a bad sign when, after reclin- 
ing ina BART seat, your dog sees fit 
to sniff your pants for five solid min- 
utes. But it’s ever so much better than 
not having the opportunity to serve 
as a disease vector in the first place. 

In the wake of the latest crip- 
pling strike, and the months of 
posturing and brinksmanship 
preceding it, much righteous indig- 
nation was vented against BART’s 
intransigent management and tone- 
deaf unions. 

It turns out the only thing worse 
than bitching about BART is bitch- 
ing about not having BART to bitch 
about. 

Well, fair enough. But the shriek 
of BART trains once more rolling 
through the Bay Area figures to 
drown all that out. You've likely put 
the terrible transit saga out of your 
mind already — just as Bailey surely 
doesn’t recall that chair’s name.

Among put-upon commuters, 
one popular hope was that the same 
terrible fate might await those 
responsible for derailing BART as 
that reserved for the congressional 
Republican troglodytes who de- 
railed the country. It is true they 
will likely share a fate. But not one 
any aggrieved BART patron — or 
American with a passing interest in 
participatory democracy — would 
desire. 

Nothing is going to happen to 
them. 

Large-scale revulsion, online 
petitions, newspaper editorials, the 
will of “The People” — none of these 
means much in a system bereft of 
options (and engineered to be so). 
It doesn’t matter how mad you are 
at Tea Party Congressmen; they like 
them just fine in their gerryman- 
dered, self-selecting districts of 
like-minded thinkers. There are few 
options for constituents in these 
realms who'd see fit to push for a 
less stridently knuckle-dragging 
representative — one who could 
parse the nuances of Dr. Seuss, say. 
And there are few feasible options 
for those hoping to traverse the bay 
sans BART. 

Several years ago, in the wake of 
Oscar Grant’s slaying, your humble 
narrator covered a “rally” composed 
of kaffiyeh-obscured anarchists who 
commuted from the East Bay to San 


Francisco to protest BART. 

While they uncovered their faces 
to chew their five-dollar Subway 
foot-longs, they confirmed that, 
yes, they took BART into the city to 
protest BART. 

They detected no irony or con- 
tradiction in doing this; taking 
BART was utterly second-nature. 
When asked why they couldn't have 
hopped the Transbay Bus, one grum- 
bled, “Have you ever tried taking the 
Transbay Bus from Oakland?” 

Having ideals is great — but it 
doesn't get you from here to there. 
In the mass-transit game, you'll eat 
what’s dumped in your trough. 

Or you'll starve. 


The nation is growing ever more 
like San Francisco. And this is a terri- 
ble thing. 

Via redistricting and self-seg- 
regation, cities, counties, and 
congressional districts have grown 
increasingly homogenous polit- 
ically. Here in San Francisco, an 
entrepreneurial opportunity awaits 
the person who can produce urinal 
cakes resembling Sen. Ted Cruz. 
But, back in Texas, his unsubtle 
comparisons of funding Obamacare 
to the appeasement of Hitler seem 
to be resonating. 

Surely there must be a voting 
district in which Leslie Bailey’s 
views resonate, too. 

No one connected to the BART 
morass made any friends out of this 
deal. But, at least for them, that’s 
okay. They had enough friends. 
Petitions are now being circulated 
by office-seekers aiming to spur the 
Legislature to curtail BART workers’ 
right to strike. Strident newspaper 
op-eds are trumpeting that this 
“discussion” has now started. 

It’s not going to be a very long 
discussion. 

The notion that California’s over- 
whelmingly Democratic Legislature 
would spit in the eye of organized 
labor — a loyal and heavy Demo- 
cratic benefactor — is as far-fetched 
as setting up Bailey with a roomful 
of Shaker furniture. Even if all the 
Bay Area called for action, which is 
hardly the case, the Legislature isn’t 
set up to respond to the mere will of 
the citizenry. 

That would be giving an awful 
lot of credit to a body that demon- 
strated how much it respected the 
views of San Franciscans by rapidly 
and overwhelmingly approving the 
efforts of a coterie of Southern Cal- 
ifornia representatives to rename 
the Bay Bridge after Willie Brown.

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The future of policing may be upon us, 
but here in the present it looks a lot like 
unsupported research and smart marketing.

The day before Halloween in 
2012, Donnie Fowler, a lobbyist from a lit- 
tle-known tech start-up called PredPol, 
e-mailed a confidential login and pass- 
word to the San Francisco Police Depart- 
ment’s chief information officer, Susan 
Merritt. The password allowed Merritt to 
log into an online mapping tool that, ac- 
cording to Fowler and his business part- 
ners, was already predicting where crimes 
are likely to happen across San Francisco. 

Fowler was, if his company is to be 
believed, giving the SFPD the keys to 
the next generation of crime-fighting, 
a program that draws from the past to 
help police, presumably, change the fu- 
ture. PredPol was hoping San Francisco 
would be wooed by the sci-fi promise of 
its product. After all, the media certainly 
has been. 

Every other news article and TV clip 
about PredPol to appear over the past 
year, from Al Jazeera to the Wall Street 


Journal, has showcased the company 
and its software as if it were straight out 
of Philip K. Dick’s short story, “The Mi- 
nority Report.” An algorithm, the exact 
nature of which is a proprietary secret 
closely guarded by PredPol, processes the 
inputted data and spits out 500-by-500 
square-foot boxes on a map of the city. 
In these boxes, according to PredPol, the 
risk of crimes like auto-theft or battery 
are more likely to occur. Police access 
the program through a web browser. Its 
display is similar to Google maps, and 
features allowing cops to toggle different 
crimes, and zoom in on particular blocks, 
are simple and intuitive. For more than 
a year, the SFPD has quietly handed 
over troves of crime data to PredPol and 
allowed the company to integrate this 
software with the city’s new police infor- 
mation technology systems. 

Thousands of tech start-ups are pop- 
ping up in the Bay Area these days, so it 


should come as little surprise that a few 
are selling apps to the police. PredPol, 
short for “predictive policing,” is riding 
this wave of techno-mania and capitaliz- 
ing on the belief, especially here in San 
Francisco, that there’s a killer app for ev- 
erything, including crime-fighting. This 
is a shift for the SFPD, a department 
that finally issued e-mail addresses to all 
of its officers and equipped its precincts 
with Internet connections in 2011. 

The SFPD has yet to sign a contract 
with PredPol, but the company has 
aggressively marketed its software 
throughout the United States and over- 
seas, winning hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in contracts. The company is run 
by politically connected individuals with 
ties to local and national Democratic 
Party leadership. It is backed by powerful 
Silicon Valley investors, and while the 
company’s executives say the software 
originates from earthquake »pl2 
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research, it actually is derived more 
from Army research into insurgen- 
cies and battlefield casualties. 

And it’s got a marketing strategy 
that recalls a military conquest. Pred- 
Pol has required police departments 
that sign on to refer the company to 
other law enforcement agencies, and 
to appear in flashy press conferences, 
endorsing the software as a crime-re- 
ducer — despite the fact that its ef- 
fectiveness hasn’t yet been proven. 

While PredPol is promoting its 
software and ginning up reams of 
good press for itself, veteran cops 
and prominent academics are skep- 
tical about this latest crime-fighting 
gadget. Some say predictive policing 
doesn’t work. Some even say specifi- 
cally that PredPol’s algorithm doesn’t 
accurately predict future crimes, 
and that it has no proven record of 
reducing crime rates. Yet, without a 
contract, without public notice, even 
without most members of the Police 
Commission — the civilian body 
that oversees SFPD — knowing, the 
SFPD and PredPol have prepared to 
launch the company’s controversial 
crime prediction software. As PredPol 
engineer Omar Qazi told SFPD staff 
back in February in an e-mail, “we can 
literally start generating predictions 
for you tomorrow.” 

Others worry that gadget-ob- 
sessed police and their contractors 
will not just waste public dollars on 
snake-oil solutions, but that in the 
process they'll actually undermine 
public safety. Kade Crockford, the di- 
rector of the American Civil Liberties 
Union of Massachusetts’ Technology 
for Liberty Project, warns against the 
trend towards data and statistical 
software as a panacea. “People are 
excited about technological solutions 
for vexing social problems,” Crockford 
says. “This is technophilia that’s taken 
over. People assume if computers 
are involved, then it’s smarter, more 
efficient.” 


PredPol’s first inroads into San 
Francisco came at the initiative of Police 
Commissioner Suzy Loftus, a former 
prosecutor and policy specialist with 
the San Francisco District Attorney and 
the California Attorney General's Of- 
fice. On May 17, 2012, Loftus was in- 
troduced to PredPol CEO Caleb Baskin 
and lobbyist Fowler. Loftus says that 
she first heard of predictive policing 
while working at the California Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

“As a Police Commissioner, one of 
my primary goals is to support the 
department in adopting technology 
as a tool to solve, as well as prevent, 
crime,” Loftus says in an e-mail. “Af- 
ter hearing more about this technolo- 
gy, | thought that SFPD and the Chief 
[Greg Suhr] should learn about it and 
decide if they thought it would be a 
good fit for the department. I called 
the Chief and told him what I thought 
about the potential and gave Donnie 
[Fowler] Greg’s e-mail.” 
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The civilian San Francisco Police 
Commission does not usually get 
involved with awarding contracts. 
While Loftus’ contact with PredPol 
is not prohibited by her position as 
police commissioner, it is outside the 
scope of her official duties. Neither 
commission President Thomas Maz- 
zucco nor Commissioner Angela Chan 
were aware of SFPD’s relationship 
with PredPol, or of Loftus’ introduc- 
tion of the firm to SFPD’s higher-ups. 

“Good to meet both of you today,” 
Loftus wrote Baskin and Fowler. “I 
am fascinated by what is possible 
here. I called [C]hief Suhr about it and 
told him that I met with you guys and 
think that if he likes it, it could be 
great for [San Francisco].” 

After listening to Loftus, Suhr put 
PredPol’s Fowler in touch with SFPD’s 
Chief Information Officer, Susan 
Merritt. Thus began a year and a half 
of negotiation between the SFPD and 
PredPol over implementing the crime 
forecasting technology in the city — 
first as a no-cost demonstration in

the Mission District, and then ona 
city-wide basis. 

From the beginning, the effective- 
ness of PredPol had been a sticking 
point in the negotiations. 

SFPD’s Merritt was skeptical. In 
a series of e-mails from July 2012 
to August 2013, Fowler laid out 
the technical specifications for the 
software and the types of crimes 
PredPol claims to predict. “The crimes 
we predict are burglary [residential, 
commercial, auto], auto theft, theft, 
robbery, assault, battery, and drug 
crime,” Fowler wrote on July 23, 
2012. “This goes significantly beyond 
your current ... mapping tools,” he 
added. Affixed to Fowler’s e-mail sig- 
nature was the claim that PredPol’s 
predictions are “twice as accurate as 
those made by vet cops.”

Fowler’s e-mails also make it clear 
that PredPol viewed the SFPD as a ma- 
jor potential contract that would drum 
up more business. The price, Fowler 
wrote on July 23, was “$150,000 with 
a 50 percent discount for signing up as 
one of the 15-20 early showcase cities 
nationally and a commitment for col- 
laboration over the next three years.” 
These showcase cities included Salinas, 
Seattle, and Alhambra.

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Merritt pressed Fowler about 
whether the program could handle 
violent crime. “Homicide is a priority 
in the department — and if it is not 
there it would just beg the question 
why not,’ she wrote. Fowler admitted 
at the time that PredPol wasn’t pre- 
dicting homicides and gun violence. 
Failing to rope SFPD into its 15-20 
city pilot program last year, PredPol 
devised a new idea, based on the 
demand for a tool to predict violent 
crimes, to include San Francisco in 
a gun-violence pilot program with 
Atlanta and Detroit. That would have 
used the three cities as case studies in 
its nationwide marketing push. When 
Detroit backed out, and San Francisco 
stalled, PredPol negotiated a deal with 
Seattle to cooperate on research into 
predicting gun violence. That collabo- 
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ration was announced in May of 2013. 
Following a favorable review of 
PredPol’s pitch by Suhr, over the sum- 

mer of 2012 PredPol negotiated ac- 
cess to SFPD’s historic crime data and 
built PredPol’s demonstration project 
for Mission Station, which mapped 
out locations where crime was most 
likely to occur based on historical 
crime data. Screenshots obtained 
from PredPol’s internal server indi- 
cate the demonstration project was 
expanded to include all 10 of the city’s 
patrol districts. However, Merritt says 
PredPol has yet to be used by patrol 
officers in the field. 

From fall 2012 through spring 
2013, Fowler repeatedly pressed 
Merritt for a set date for PredPol to 
be officially launched in San Fran- 
cisco. Frustrated by SFPD’s caution, 
and the department’s more pressing 
goal of building its crime database 
warehouse, Fowler on May 9 lobbied 
Police Commissioner Loftus and Tony 
Winnicker, a senior advisor to Mayor 
Ed Lee.

Four days later, Merritt wrote to 
Suhr that the SFPD was not prepared 
to go public with PredPol: “Chief, I 
corresponded with PredPol and sug- 
gested that we not participate in this 
announcement at this time. ... While 
we will be rolling out PredPol and the 
gun violence module, I would like to 
wait until we are fully implemented 
before any announcements.” 


While the SFPD continues to weigh 
the merits of PredPol, more than 150 
police departments nationally are de- 
ploying predictive policing analytics. 
Many departments are developing their 
own open-source algorithms, and a few 
tech heavyweights like IBM and Palan- 
tir are getting in on the game. But Pred- 
Pol has emerged early to dominate the 
market. The company has sold its pro- 
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prietary software here and abroad, from 
Kent County in England to Seattle, 
Wash., and here in the Bay Area to cities 
including Richmond, Los Gatos, Mor- 
gan Hill, and Santa Cruz. The origins of 
predictive policing, and of PredPol, 
however, are in Los Angeles, Santa 
Cruz, and Iraq. 

The concept of predictive polic- 
ing — forecasting where crimes are 
more likely to occur and attempting 
to prevent them — is rooted in the 
thinking of George Kelling, a theorist 
with the conservative Manhattan 
Institute. Kelling’s ideas, published in 
several papers in the 1980s, centered 
around ways to better deploy limited 
police resources by using statistical 
analysis. The New York City Police 
Department’s development and 
introduction of CompStat in the mid- 
1990s reorganized policing in the city 
to respond to trends in crime statis- 
tics, and to allocate officers accord- 
ingly. CompStat was a major change 
in American law enforcement. Police 
commanders increasingly made de- 
cisions based on data and statistical 
analysis rather than hunches. Crime 
rates dropped in New York following 
CompStat’s introduction — although 
there is no consensus that CompStat 
was responsible. Nevertheless, the 
program became the gold standard 
for every police chief. 

Virtually every police department 
in medium to large cities today has 
one or more crime analysts on staff to 
crunch numbers and plot past crimes 
on maps. Few had ever tried predict- 
ing future crimes though. Interest in 
predictive policing spiked nationally 
in 2009 as the National Institute 
of Justice, the research and policy 
branch of the Department of Justice, 
published a series of white papers and 
doled out millions in grant money to 
seven police departments to under- 
take the task. 

One of the grants went to the Los 
Angeles Police Department in 2009. 
When LAPD applied for the grant 
two years earlier, it was still under the 
leadership of Bill Bratton, who had 
championed CompStat’s introduction 
while serving as NYPD commissioner 
from 1994 to 1996. Bratton wanted 
LAPD to bea crime-fighting labora- 
tory. He assigned then-Lt. Sean Ma- 
linowski, a former Fulbright scholar 
who had studied counterterrorism at 
the Egyptian National Police Academy 
in Cairo, to be the lead investigator on 
LAPD’s predictive policing grant. 

Around the same time, researchers 
at the Institute for Pure and Applied 
Mathematics at the University of 
California, Los Angeles were using 
grants from the Army, Air Force, 
and Navy to develop a series of algo- 
rithms based on earthquake predic- 
tion to forecast battlefield casualties 
and insurgent activities in overseas 
war zones. Army Research Office 
documents reveal that the work 
of anthropology professor Jeffery 
Brantingham, math professor Andrea 
Bertozzi, and math postdoc George 
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Mohler was repurposed from its ini- 
tial application of tracking insurgents 
and forecasting casualties in Iraq to 
analyze and predict urban crime pat- 
terns. This research would lead to the 
creation of PredPol. 

The UCLA researchers eventually 
joined up with Malinowski and the 
LAPD to put their military-oriented 
research into practice in a domestic 
policing context. Foothill Division, a 
sprawling LAPD patrol sector in the 
northeast San Fernando Valley that, 
at 46 square miles, is about as big as 
San Francisco, was chosen as the site 
of a pilot program in 2012. Malinow 
-ski was partnered with Capt. Jorge 
Rodriguez, who worked every patrol 
division of the LAPD and on several 
task forces. During the predictive 
policing pilot program, Rodriguez 
says Foothill Division led all patrol 
divisions in crime reductions for every 
week of 2012.

“Every morning, we get a report 
from PredPol for which 20 boxes are 
going to be where crime is most likely 
to happen,” says Rodriguez. 

Maps are distributed to the three 
daily patrol shifts, and informa- 
tion about crime that happens on 
a particular day is included in the 
predictions that go to the next shift. 
Patrol officers are assigned to sit in 
computer-generated boxes produced 
by predictive policing software from 
geographic analyses of six years’ 
worth of crime data. 

“If your resources are diminished, 
then you want to focus on those 
boxes with the highest rate of crime,” 
says Rodriguez. 

Along with the printouts given to 
each patrol team, Foothill Division de- 
ploys four officers to patrol the areas 
where crime is occurring in clusters. 
This team either operates as a uni- 
formed deployment or in plainclothes, 
depending on how they are being 
used on that particular day. Enforce- 
ment is not the only part of Foothill 
Division’s predictive policing strategy 
— Rodriguez keeps a steady line of 
communication with his community 
liaison officers on what residents are 
telling the department about crime 
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in areas highlighted by crime predic- 
tions. “There’s something that’s been 
sparking that trend in that particular 
area over the past six or seven years,” 
Rodriguez explains. Speaking with 
residents, he says, gives police the con- 
text that pure statistics and computer 
modeling cannot provide. 

After discontinuing its use of 
predictive policing methods at the 
beginning of 2013 to evaluate the 
program, LAPD restarted its use of 
predictive policing in March and ex- 
panded beyond Foothill to two other 
patrol divisions. The current focus is 
for burglaries of all categories and car 
theft, which are the most persistent 
problems in Foothill. 

PredPol has played up its role in 
the LAPD’s deployment of predictive 
policing methods in order to expand 
to other departments in the U.S. and 
abroad. Advertising “scientifically 
proven field results” on its website, 
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PredPol says its technology was re- 
sponsible for a 13 percent drop in 
crime over the first four months it was 
used by L.A. cops in the Foothill Divi- 
sion. The company claims the rest of 
the city experienced a 0.4 percent in- 
crease in crime over the same period. 
But it isn’t clear exactly whose 
software LAPD has been 
using. PredPol’s name 
does not appear any- 
where in L.A.’s predictive 
policing records, though 
LAPD personnel say 
they are using Pred- 
Pol’s software, and 
Malinowski’s contact 
information has ap- 
peared in PredPol’s 
sales literature dis- 
tributed to other cit- 
ies. In response to 
a public records re- 
quest for contracts 
between L.A. and PredPol, the LAPD 
says no such agreements exist. 
Regardless of whatever combina- 
tion of programs LAPD is using, no 
one knows if predictive policing is 
even working in Los Angeles. Crime 
rates across the city have been drop- 
ping for a decade, but the predictive 












methods are so new, and used in so 
few jurisdictions, that there’s not 
enough data to run a scientific anal- 
ysis. No analyst independent of the 
police, or their contractors, has rigor- 
ously tested predictive policing. 


In 2010, a few years into LAPD’s 
experimentation with predictive polic- 
ing and collaboration with the team at 
UCLA, George Mohler’s post-doc 
ended. Mohler had been an instrumen- 
tal member of Brantingham’s lab, and 
on much of the Army and Air Force- 
funded research used to predict crime. 
He ended up with a position in the math 
and computer science department at 
the University of Santa Clara. It was in 
Silicon Valley that Mohler made contact 
with Ryan Coonerty, Caleb Baskin, and 
Zach Friend. Together, they turned the 
UCLA research into a start-up. 

Friend at the time was working 
as a crime analyst and public re- 
lations officer for the Santa Cruz 
Police Department. Coonerty, the 
former mayor of Santa Cruz (his 
father, Neal, was also mayor, and is 
currently a county supervisor), and 
Baskin, a Santa Cruz attorney from 
a prominent local family, pounced 
on the idea of predictive policing as a 
potential business. They enlisted an 
influential friend, Donnie Fowler. 

Fowler, a San Francisco resident 
originally from Columbia, S.C., is a 
staunch Democrat who worked in 
low-level positions in the Clinton 
White House, and briefly for the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission. 
He worked on the campaigns of Bill 
Clinton, Al Gore, Wesley Clark, John 
Kerry, and, most recently, Barack 
Obama. Fowler runs a lobbying group 
called Dogpatch Strategies, whose 
clients include Facebook and Stan- 
ford University. Fowler comes from 
a political family; his father, Donald 
Fowler, was national chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee 
from 1995 to 1997. 

Mohler pulled his former UCLA 
advisor Brantingham back into the 
mix, and together they incorporated 
PredPol in January 2012. The 

new company quickly 
raised $1.3 million 
from angel investors 
and recruited members 
of Silicon Valley’s elite. 
One of PredPol’s advis- 
ers is Andreas Wigand, 
the former chief scientist 
at Amazon, and head 
of the Social Data Lab 
at Stanford University. 
Another PredPol advisor 
is Harsh Patel, formerly of 
In-Q-Tel, the CIA’s venture 
capital firm. 

On June 4, 2012, Wigand 
hosted a dinner to “showcase Pred- 
Pol’ and raise funds, according to an 
article in Forbes magazine. In addi- 
tion to Wigand, PredPol boasts of the 
support of the former chief informa- 
tion officer of Autodesk, a former vice 
president at Plantronics, and >> p14 
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a former eBay vice president. Fowler 
claimed in an e-mail to SFPD’s Mer- 

ritt that retired Gen. Wesley Clark is 
an adviser. 

Shortly after forming PredPol, 
Friend left the Santa Cruz Police 
Department and successfully ran 
for county supervisor in Santa Cruz. 
Ryan Coonerty announced his intent 
to join Friend on the Santa Cruz 
Board of Supervisors in July of this 
year. Friend, Coonerty, and Fowler 
have served as PredPol’s main lobby- 
ists, approaching dozens of cities in 
an unusual sales effort. The statisti- 
cians Brantingham and Mohler have 
been very active in the sales effort 
too, giving presentations across the 
U.S. and lending PredPol an air of 
scientific authority before police cus- 
tomers and the press. 


And that’s where PredPol has been 
most successful: in its marketing algo- 
rithms. The company did not respond 
to interview requests for this story, but 
hundreds of records from more than a 
dozen cities tell a story of a company ag- 
gressively trying to expand its business. 

PredPol distributes news articles 
about predictive policing’s supposed 
success in L.A. to dozens of other 
police departments, implying that 
the company’s software has been 
purchased and deployed by the LAPD. 
PredPol gave the mayor and city 
council of Columbia, S.C. — Fowler’s 
hometown — a “confidential” brief- 
ing packet assembled by PredPol’s 
Brantingham. Inside were slides and 
graphs illustrating L.A.’s supposedly 
successful use of predictive policing to 
reduce crime. In one graph, Branting- 
ham compared year-over-year crime 
rates for two six-month spans. His 
graph shows that in November 2011 
with the “rollout” of PredPol in L.A., 
crime dropped significantly compared 
to the prior year. He concludes that 
“successful rollouts in Los Angeles 
and Santa Cruz, California have seen 
reductions in crime of 12 percent and 
27 percent respectively.” Columbia 
purchased PredPol’s software earlier 
this year for $37,000. 

Swayed by the same claims, the 
city of Alhambra, just northeast of 
Los Angeles, purchased PredPol’s soft- 
ware in 2012 for $27,500. The con- 
tract between Alhambra and PredPol 
includes numerous obligations requir- 
ing Alhambra to carry out marketing 
and promotion on PredPol’s behalf. 
Alhambra’s police and public offi- 
cials must “provide testimonials, as 
requested by PredPol,” and “provide 
referrals and facilitate introductions 
to other agencies who can utilize 
the PredPol tool.” And that’s just for 
starters. 

Under the terms of the contract, 
Alhambra must also “host visitors 
from other agencies regarding 
PredPol,” and even “engage in joint/ 
integrated marketing,’ which PredPol 
then spells out in a detailed list of 
obligations that includes joint press 
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conferences, training materials, web 
marketing, trade shows, conferences, 
and speaking engagements. 

PredPol has offered its software at 
a 50 percent discount to many cities 
in order to get them to agree to shill 
for the company. In Salinas, PredPol 
slashed its $50,000 a year price tag 
in half on the condition that Salinas’ 
police department “contribute to re- 
quested case studies, to be developed 
by PredPol, for use in its marketing.” 

The same sort of “case studies,” de- 
veloped by PredPol, led to an Aug. 15, 
2011, New York Times article in which 
officers in Santa Cruz were depicted 
as having prevented auto burglaries 
thanks to the map’s little red boxes. 
PredPol supposedly led the cops toa 
specific parking garage where they ar- 
rested two suspects. The Times quoted 
PredPol’s executives and Santa Cruz 
cops, all of them praising the effec- 
tiveness of the software. 
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covered the event and wrote favor- 
able articles, including a feature on 
NPR's All Things Considered. 

The thrust of all this media hype 
has been that PredPol’s software 
works, and that it has demonstrably 
reduced crime in cities where it’s 
used, and that cops have even appre- 
hended burglars caught in the act 
thanks to PredPol’s little red boxes. 


But the case of Norcross, Ga., casts 
doubt on these claims. Norcross pur- 
chased PredPol’s software last summer 
for $28,500, agreeing to “participate in 
media outreach with PredPol, including 
issuance of a press release or holding of 
a press conference to announce the de- 
ployment of PredPol,” and even requir- 
ing Norcross to “reference the PredPol 
brand name, wherever possible.” On 
Aug. 23, PredPol issued a press release 
claiming that, thanks to its software, 
Norcross police “made multiple arrests 
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Since then, dozens of articles in 
national newspapers and magazines 
and local media have restated the 
same claims, often recycling quotes 
and statistics drawn directly from 
press releases written by PredPol 
for police departments. In Seattle, 
where PredPol signed a three-year 
contract, the company once again 
cut its list price, in this case by 36 
percent, for a $135,000 agreement 
that pressures city leaders to do 
marketing for the company. 

But the Seattle Police Depart- 
ment’s chief of information tech- 
nology, Mark Knutson, appears to 
have recognized the impropriety 
of making these public relations 
agreements. He wrote to PredPol’s 
Coonerty in November 2012, saying 
“T don’t think we can make this sort 
of thing a contractual commitment.” 
But while Knutson refused to sign 
an agreement obligating Seattle em- 
ployees to promote PredPol, nothing 
precluded voluntarily participating 
in press events. 

A flashy press conference featur- 
ing the mayor and chief of police was 
the result; local and national media 
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on the first day of usage — including 
catching a burglar in the act.” 

PredPol’s Brantingham called it 
a “big first day.” Press reports mul- 
tiplied, using quotes attributed to 
Norcross’ police. 

SF Weekly contacted Norcross 
requesting any sort of objective 
analysis of PredPol’s performance. 
Norcross’ Chief of Police Warren 
Summers responded that there 
have been no reviews or analyses 
of PredPol’s software conducted, 
adding that “the Norcross Police 
Department has not utilized PredPol 
for a sufficient period of time to fully 
analyze its effectiveness.” 

In fact, every city that SF Weekly 
contacted seeking independent anal- 
yses or reviews of PredPol’s software 
has told us that no such thing exists. 
In response to a public records re- 
quest, Alhambra sent a “retrospective 
analysis” showing an increased accu- 
racy in predicting where crimes were 
more likely to happen using PredPol 
over another common method called 
hotspotting, or mapping reported 
crimes to identify locations where 
offenses have frequently occurred. 





The analysis concluded that “at the 
level of deployment in Alhambra, 
PredPol predicts 262 percent more 
crime correctly than hotspotting.” 
This analysis, however, was carried 
out by PredPol. 

Similarly, when SF Weekly re- 
quested an independent third-party 
analysis of PredPol’s performance in 
Salinas, the city replied that no such 
verification has ever been carried 
out. Nor has an independent analysis 
been conducted in PredPol’s home- 
town of Santa Cruz. Instead, Santa 
Cruz provided a “radar” report as- 
sembled by PredPol’s Mohler, which 
according to the Santa Cruz police 
“can go back a maximum of 3 months 
to compare the accuracy/effective- 
ness of PredPol.” In addition, the 
Santa Cruz police provided academic 
journal articles authored by PredPol’s 
Mohler and Brantingham, both of 
whom have a financial stake in prov- 
ing the method works. 

Philip Stark, chair of the statistics 
department at UC Berkeley, reviewed 
these documents and evaluated the 
company’s claims of reducing crime. 
“T’m less than convinced,” he says. 
Stark has studied demographics, 
climate models, and even methods of 
earthquake prediction. He’s also been 
an expert witness in lawsuits involv- 
ing truth in advertising, behavioral 
targeting, credit risk models, and oil 
exploration. Stark was skeptical. 

“Does using it lead to a decrease 
in the crime rate?” he says. “You 
would need to do a comparison of 
similar-sized cities, with similar con- 
ditions, similar trends in their crime 
rates, with one group of cities using 
predictive policing, and the others 
not. Then you'd compare them to 
each other.” 

“A comparison of the same juris- 
diction to itself means nothing,’ he 
continues. “Crime fluctuates normally 
from year to year in the same city.” 
This is, however, exactly what PredPol 
and the LAPD have done in claim- 
ing that predictive policing reduced 
crime in L.A. PredPol made the same 
claims in Santa Cruz, and recently in 
Richmond, comparing year-over-year 
crime rates within a single city. 

“By just doing it once, last year to 
this year, that’s like a coin toss,” says 
Stark. 

“I know the guys behind PredPol. 
They're pretty smart,’ says Jerry 
Ratcliffe, the chair of Temple Uni- 
versity’s department of criminology. 
Ratcliffe has collaborated on multiple 
crime prediction projects, including 
development of software similar to 
PredPol’s for another company in 
Pennsylvania. He says, however, that 
predictive policing is “relatively new,” 
and as a technology it’s “not proven 
by a stretch.” 

According to Ratcliffe, predictive 
policing methods simply haven't been 
subjected to rigorous independent 
testing that would allow a vendor 
to claim its product reduced crime 
and caught offenders. “Testing these 
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systems requires experimental con- 
ditions which are rarely conducted in 
policing and crime prevention, un- 
fortunately.” And even if PredPol or 
another predictive policing algorithm 
works, that’s not enough. “A com- 
puter will never prevent crime,” says 
Ratcliffe. “Computer outputs need 

to tell police where crime is likely to 
happen, but then police need to come 
up with a policy response.” 


Ed Schmidt, a criminologist and 
veteran police officer, believes in the 
concept of predictive policing, but he has 
serious reservations about PredPol’s 
supposed effectiveness. Schmidt just 
completed a review of predictive policing 
efforts across 156 cities, and says there 
is little actual data that predictive polic- 
ing works. Even if it does work, there’s 
no guarantee that using it will actually 
reduce the overall rate of crime in a city. 

“Tlook at this all with skepticism,” 
says Schmidt. “Where are they com- 
ing from, how are they implementing 
it? Are they just displacing crime 
between divisions? Are they just 
displacing crime from one precinct to 
another? Mine goes down, yours go 
up?” If that’s the case, says Schmidt, 
then PredPol’s product isn’t a tool 
to reduce crime so much as to shift 
it around, and cops have been doing 
that for decades already through both 
hotspotting and street patrols: When 
police suppress crime in one part of 
a city, it moves to other areas where 
police aren't hovering. 

Schmidt also worries that flashy 
predictive policing software like Pred- 
Pol’s might only be having a public 
relations impact, that it’s more about 
looking 21st century and tough on 
crime. “For the amount of money 
they’re spending, it’s going to gener- 
ate great press and it makes every- 
body feel safer,” says Schmidt. “The 
cops and city can then say, “We’ve em- 
ployed the state-of-the-art stuff.” 

“The context here,” according to 
Schmidt, “is that everybody’s budget 
is dropping. So you have to be an 
innovator. You have to show your city 
council that you can do more with 
less, and effectively battle crime.” 

Stark, meanwhile, criticized the 
academic publications of Branting- 
ham and Mohler upon which PredPol 
claims to have based its software algo- 
rithms. Unlike many scientific journal 
articles that are only ever read by a 
few dozen Ph.D.s working in the same 
field, PredPol has sent Brantingham 
and Mohler’s work to many police 
departments as scientific proof of 
their product. The Santa Cruz Police 
Department has copies of Mohler and 
Brantingham’s article from the Ameri- 
can Journal of Statistics on hand. 

Stark calls this paper a “thought 
experiment.” The paper claims that 
crimes occur in patterns similar to 
earthquake aftershocks, and that 
based on this the location of future 
crimes can be predicted. “Earthquake 
prediction algorithms don’t work,” 
says Stark. 
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“It’s a vague analogy,” he says. “It’s 
an observation that sometimes there 
are crime sprees. There is a little bit of 
physics with earthquake aftershocks. 
There isn’t in crime.” 

If PredPol’s links to earthquake 
prediction are questionable, its con- 
nection to militarized studies of in- 
surgents and civilian deaths is poten- 
tially even more troubling. PredPol’s 
web site and the company’s presenta- 
tions and sales materials available on- 
line, and obtained from 
cities through 
public records 
requests, do not 
mention the soft- 
ware’s military ori- 
gins. Nevertheless, 
Brantingham is a key 
scholar in the U.S. 
military’s network 
of academics, and his 
UCLA lab is supported 
by the Air Force and 
Army. This trend of 
militarizing the police 
by outfitting them with Re 
military-grade weapons —_ 
— or in the case of Pred- 

Pol, using military-funded 

research and technology to change the 
ways cities are patrolled — has come 
under intense scrutiny in recent years. 
Reformers on both the right and the 
left worry that police tools and tactics 
developed for overseas battlefields 
will strip away Constitutionally-pro- 
tected rights. 


As recently as Sept. 6, PredPol’s 
Fowler again pressed Merritt and Suhr 
on the date for SFPD’s PredPol deploy- 
ment. Right now, SFPD has no contract 
with PredPol. Merritt tells SF Weekly 
that the department is concerned about 
launching the program prematurely. She 
maintains that the SFPD “did the analy- 
sis with PredPol,” and that the company 
showed that its product works. She 
added the caveat, however, that Pred- 
Pol'’s proofs to the city compared the 
software’s predictions to random predic- 
tions. “A captain isn’t just doing random 
patrols right now,’ Merritt says. 

Merritt’s biggest concern is that 
even if PredPol works in predicting 
where crimes will happen, translating 
that into actionable strategies is an- 
other problem altogether. “Talking to 
L.A. made me proceed with caution. 

.. In L.A. I heard that many officers 
were only patrolling the red boxes, 
not other areas,” says Merritt. “People 
became too focused on the boxes, and 
they had to come up with a slogan, 
‘Think outside the box.” 

At least one city has ditched 
PredPol because it lacked the basic 
resources to make use of it. The farm- 
ing city of Salinas signed a three-year 
contract with PredPol in July 2012 
for $75,000. Despite a reported 50 
percent increase in the accuracy of 
violent-crime predictions by PredPol 
over Salinas police’s previous hotspot 
crime-mapping method, the Monterey 
County Herald reported on Aug. 1 that 
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police were too busy responding to 
a high volume of calls for service to 
adequately patrol the boxes highlight- 
ed by PredPol as likely areas for gun 
violence. Salinas Police Chief Kelly 
McMillan told the Herald that Salinas 
was the first time PredPol’s software 
had been used to predict violent 
crime instead of property offenses, 
and that the volume of calls for ser- 
vice meant that officers could only pa- 
trol the PredPol boxes for 
six minutes at a time. And 
because there has been 
no independent analysis 
of PredPol’s software in 
Salinas, or anywhere, 
it’s not clear that it was 
even working. 

Salinas amended its 
contract with PredPol 
on Sept. 22 after 

paying $25,000 for 
one year of services, 
effectively ending 
the software’s use 
a there. However, Sa- 
— linas will still allow 
PredPol to access 
its crime data and has 
agreed to still do joint public relations 
on behalf of the company. 

Rodriguez of the LAPD’s Foothill 
Division believes that one of the 
reasons why his command has had 
success with predictive policing is 
the resources they are able to devote 
to policing the locations forecast as 
likely areas for crime. “One of the 
problems I’ve seen with other cities is 
that they buy into this program and 
think that'll be all they have to do — 
they expect results for the cost they 
pay, says Rodriguez. “This is not the 
panacea. We're dealing with statistics, 
we're dealing with probability,” he 
says. ‘It’s a big wide net we cast out 
into the ocean, and there’s going to be 
some seepage.” 

That is, of course, if PredPol’s ver- 
sion of predictive policing isn’t an illu- 
sion based on incomplete science and 
aggressive marketing. American law 
enforcement’s growing fascination 
with data-reliant strategies for com- 
plex and intransigent crime problems, 
says Crockford of the Massachusetts 
ACLU, is a troubling trend. 

“It seems like we’re moving in 
the wrong direction in how we think 
about crime,” says Crockford. “Instead 
of figuring out why people are rob- 
bing houses, we're para-miltitarizing 
our police, turning all of them into 
robocops who take directions from 
computers as to how they go about 
their day.” Crockford believes that re- 
lying on for-profit companies to deliv- 
er effective crime-fighting solutions 
poses serious risks. “There’s a danger 
in overlap of the private sector and 
public sector. Policing shouldn't be 
influenced by corporate interests that 
profit from Big Data and that have an 
obvious interest in promoting these 
new technologies.”

THE FRIGHTENING DISAPPEARANCE OF

BEFORE COMPUTER 


GEEKS RULED THE WORLD 


Earlier this year Universal Pictures announced it would be remaking Weird Sci- 
ence, the ’80s classic that got nerdy computer hobbyists all riled up at the possi- 
bility that the geeky little machines hidden away in their bedrooms and garages 
could give them anything, even supermodel girlfriends. That remake is still in 
the works — but in this month’s Stage Werx Theatre production First, Jeremy 
Khan as revolutionary nerd Bill Gates has a little more in mind (or does he?) 
when he gives a speech on personal computers at the first Altair computer con- 
ference in 1976.

In our 
current world of super-personal computing, a look back at the obsessive vi- 
sions of the pioneers who shaped the future of PCs in 1976 is of course fasci- 
nating from a technological and historical standpoint. But playwright Evelyn 
Jean Pine makes sure to embed the very young, stressed-but-impassioned ver- 
sion of Gates within her fascinating research, taking us back to that kooky time 
when we were on the verge of some real-world weird science.

The paintings of Lexis Rubenis sit on the sweet spot between abstract and sur- 
real, as though the artist had swiped the back of his hand across a still-wet Salva- 
dor Dali masterpiece. The resulting images are a bit unsettling, lines crisp but 
shapes slightly out of phase, like mist on the verge of coalescing into something 


tangible. Titles like “The Improbability of Perceptible Attraction,

ments Uninterested with Endlessness,” and “Unpresentable Contradictions Ad- 
ministered through Thinking” suggest the artist has some insight into what 
they might become. Whether they’re monochromatic and organic or multicol- 
ored and collage-like, Rubenis calls the style of his acrylic paintings “subcon- 
scious imagery,’ also the title of his latest show. While the paintings may have 
originated deep within his psyche — witha nod to the graffiti art he cites as an 
influence — how he got them on canvas remains a mystery. The artist prefers to 
keep his technique under wraps, so whether his patterns were the result of a 
complex algorithm or a serendipitous swipe, only he knows.

Earlier this month, Banksy set up a stand in Central Park to sell his pieces, 
anonymously, for $60 a pop. Although at auction his work has fetched more 
than $100K, he barely got a nibble. Tonight Dickson Schneider does one better, 
giving away his work for free in “Rhyme nor Reason, the Free Art Project, 
San Francisco.” Best known for paintings of fashion models with huge, bo- 
vine eyes and lips plumped beyond belief, Schneider, who teaches painting at 
California State University East Bay, has created nearly 3,000 pieces specifically 
to gift them to strangers, pushing his modest wooden cart through Oakland 
Art Murmur and Art Basel Miami before taking his Free Art Project to Berlin 
and now, to San Francisco. “I consider this work to be a serious commentary on 
the social/political world of contemporary art,’ Schneider says. “It is my explo- 
ration and critique of status, privilege, and access in a society dominated by 
monetary concerns. It is also a strange experience for the viewing public. How 
do you value something that is free?” Schneider is exhibiting collages, ink draw- 
ings, and watercolors, every piece an original. Will work fly off the walls, or will 
skeptics think it too good to be true? “Sometimes they don’t take anything,” 
Schneider says. “It’s the millionaire’s dilemma: They can have anything, but 


what do they want? It’s vexing.”

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Narrating the Spanking 


The Thrillpeddlers and Golden Thread explain too much and show too little.

The Thrillpeddlers often 


describe their annual Halloween 
variety shows as a series of hot and 
cold showers. Based on the work of 
Paris’s fin de siécle Theatre du Grand 
Guignol, Shocktoberfests are always 
structured as a series of short sex 
farces and trashy musical numbers 
(the hot showers) and horror plays 
(the cold showers). 

But the company’s latest, Shock- 
toberfest 14: Jack the Ripper, too 
often feels lukewarm. 

Because the Thrillpeddlers draw 
from actual Grand Guignol plays 
(Jack the Ripper by André de Lorde 
and Pierre Chaine) or write new 
ones in that style (The Wrong Ripper 
by Rob Keefe), the scripts often 
suffer from the plodding plotting 
of theatrical museum pieces. Expo-

sition comprises the bulk of each 
play, ever metastasizing with new 
complications that the dialogue 
spells out with instruction-manual 
thoroughness and lines that now 
sound like clichés. Only some of the 
company’s sizable cast performs 
outrageously enough to elevate this 
dreck to camp. 

Usually the Thrillpeddlers pay 
audiences back with a spectacularly 
gory climax that capitalizes on 
the ponderous exposition. (Front 
row audiences beware: The fourth 
wall offers scant protection from 
what comes off the stage.) But in 
this production, only some of the 
bloodshed is worth the slog. One 
of the short plays actually leaves 


unused a roomful of iron Victorian 
torture devices (by props designer 
Yusuke Soi). Perhaps the best of 
the bill is thus the shortest one, 
the one with the least to explain: 
A Visit to Mrs. Birch and the Young 
Ladies of the Academy, a “Victorian 
spanking drama’ (as if that were 

a legit genre) from 1888. The

company shows only the first scene, 


where Sally (Julia McArthur), a 
servant at a school for girls, peeps 
on a fetish spanking of a student 
by a teacher, and then is subjected 
to one of her own, by cackling 
schoolgirls, as punishment. Her 
bloomers, by costume designer 
Tina Sogliuzzo (one of three 
designers the company employs 
to create the show’s parade of 
period ensembles), conveniently 
feature a cut-out butt, to facilitate

switch-on-skin contact. This 

short scene showcases what the 
Thrillpeddlers do best: forcing a 
bunch of squirming egos to reckon 
with unadulterated id, the dark 
underbelly of human desire. 


444 Days, a world premiere by

Thread Productions, the company 
she founded in 1996, couldn’t be 
more different from Shocktoberfest. 
Golden Thread claims this drama is 
the first about the Iranian hostage 
crisis written by an Iranian artist. 
The play chronicles the mysterious 
relationship between Laleh (Jeri 
Lynn Cohen), an Iranian 
revolutionary, and Harry (Michael 
Shipley), now an American diplomat 
and in 1979 one of the hostages 
Laleh helped capture and guard 
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during the crisis. By exploring their 
power struggles, political and 
otherwise, both then and 25 years 
later, Yeghiazarian asks broader 
questions about how the crisis 
shapes the way both countries see 
the world today. 

But like Shocktoberfest 14, 

444 Days suffers from so much 
back-story that it’s always explain- 
ing itself rather than allowing 
events to unfold in real time. The 
drama here lies in finding out what 
exactly happened in 1979 to make 
Harry tail Laleh around the globe 
25 years after the hostage crisis 
and into Stanford Hospital, where 
Laleh’s daughter Hadyeh (Olivia 
Rosaldo-Pratt) lies in a coma. Now 
speaking for the first time in de- 
cades, the two trade barbs about 
who's most to blame for their 
falling out and then, improbably, 
take up where they left off as adver- 
saries in a game of espionage and 
counter-espionage. In an attempt 
to keep us guessing who's tricking 
whom, Yeghiazarian relies on a pile 
of hairpin plot twists that ask us to 
believe that both characters would 
gamble their children’s safety (after 
both have gone to some length to 
protect it) for a reward of military 
intelligence that becomes import- 
ant only toward the play’s end. 

The best part of 444 Days is 
when it lives not in the past but the 
future. When all other characters 
have left the room, Hadyeh wakes 
up for amoment and imagines 
what being conscious would be 
like: feeling berry juice dripping 
down her hands, wind in her hair. 
Rosaldo-Pratt, a regular on the 
small-theater circuit, gives her 
finest performance in recent mem- 
ory, imbuing each phrase with a 
contagious zest for experience even 
as she’s limited to kneeling on her 
hospital bed. 

It’s a well-performed scene, but, 
just as important, it’s allowed to 
speak for itself.

I remember that first 

moment when I finally grasped the pro- 
fundity of Jim Varney’s “Ernest” charac- 
ter: I, you, and the collective “we” are 
Vern. Whenever he said, “Knowwha- 
tImeanVern?” he was talking to me/ 
you/we. I was Vern, man! Ergo I hada 
big part in Ernest Scared Stupid. (Note to 
self: Update LinkedIn profile.) 

Ninety percent of cooking shows 
are the same. The host tootles around 
the kitchen whipping up dinner and 
talks directly to the camera. Anyone 
who’s watched The Next Food Network 
Star knows that producers are looking 
for someone who can make everyone 
in America feel like Vern. We are lone- 
ly, hungry, and in need of a new way 
to prepare beef stroganoff in under 
an hour, whether we will ever actually 
cook it or not. 

It’s no surprise then that the 
varieties of performance within the 
dining genre have exploded — they 
don’t call it “food porn” for nothing. 
But with so many to choose from, 
does the world need another cooking 
show? Decidedly 
not, but still I 
keep being drawn 
to Knife Fight, a 
new show on the 
Esquire Network 
that combines 
Chopped with a 
Roman coliseum 
death match. In- 
stead of gladiators 
and lions, Knife 
Fight has L.A. hip- 
sters and foie gras, 
and the two chefs 
battle it out in front of an intimate 
but rowdy crowd. 

The show takes place after hours at 
Top Chef winner Ilan Hall's downtown 
L.A. restaurant, The Gorbals. As the 
story goes, he used to host impromp- 
tu chef cook-offs among friends, 
and Drew Barrymore’s production 
company liked the idea so much that 
it turned it into a show. Like Chopped, 
the pair of chefs is given disparate 
ingredients and a limited time frame 
to prepare two or three dishes. Each 
episode features Hall as a judge, plus 
two other guest judges, often local 
food writers or actors. Then there’s 
the peanut gallery, which consists of 
fabulously hip people holding drinks, 
laughing, and whooping it up like 
they were at a house party. 

It became immediately apparent 
that this show was breaking the car- 
dinal Vern Rule. Hall speaks to the 
camera briefly in the beginning before 
he takes us to meet the contestants at 
their restaurants, but after that, you 
are an outsider looking in, a street ur- 
chin with your face pressed up against 
a warmly glowing window. The chefs 
are cooler than you, more talented 
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that you, and you will never be invit- 
ed to the party everyone is having. 
Where's the heart? I asked myself. 
Why should I care which one of these 
guys wins the coveted Meat Cleaver 
of Victory? Yet I continued to watch. 
And I still continue to watch. And 
slowly, surely, I started to feel includ- 
ed. Probably because I have developed 
a raging crush on Ian Hall. 

In all fairness, I’m sure the pro- 
ducers of Knife Fight don’t care what 
a female viewer thinks anyway, since 
this is one of the shows on the new 
network Esquire TV, which is appar- 
ently a metro/homosexual’s answer 
to Spike. It’s a station for men who 
mostly like traveling and cooking, 
apparently, though a new show has 
cropped up that’s about men’s fash- 
ion. There’s no Guy Fieri here, unless 
he wants to change his name to Gilles 
and be less, well, X-treeeme. 

Maybe men watch cooking shows 
differently than women? Maybe they 
see a room full of gorgeous women 
downing microbrews and cheering on 
the chefs and it feeds whatever de- 
lusions they have about themselves. 
If that’s the case, then Knife Fight is 
pure genius. It 

combines hand- 
to-hand cooking 
combat with 
every man’s play- 
boy fantasy. 

Even though 
I’m not Vern 
here, I like this 
show, which is 
a testament to 
either the high- 
er-than-average 
levels of testoster- 
one I have in my 
system or to Drew Barrymore's influ- 
ence. Over the last few weeks it has 
already progressed a bit. For example, 
instead of the judges talking among 
themselves before deciding, they now 
talk face to face with the contestants 
and give feedback. Still, if Knife Fight 
wants to sustain its audience, it will 
need to expand its parameters. Even 
Chopped learned this lesson by having 
“theme” shows and all-star competi- 
tions, but Chopped also has a ton of 
addictive pathos. It’s the Queen Fora 
Day of food shows, with sweetie-pie 
chefs who just want to win that 10 
grand so they can see their dying 
grandmother in France one more 
time, or the single mom who wants to 
take her daughter with cerebral palsy 
to Disneyland. On Knife Fight, we re- 
ally don’t know much about the chefs 
beyond the restaurants they work for. 
One pair leaves and two more take 
their place on the next episode. Same 
with the judges. Male/female viewer- 
ship aside, what’s the point of a food 
show without connection? Knowwha- 
tlmeanVern?

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Kill Your Darlings 
Rated R. Opens Friday. 


John Krokidas’s Kill Your Darlings is 
2013’s second film based on the lives 
of the Beat poets, and though not 
without its flaws, it rises well above 
the low bar set by Walter Salles’ sim- 
ilarly-themed On the Road. It helps 
that Darlings focuses on more inter- 
esting characters, specifically young 
Allen Ginsberg (Daniel Radcliffe) 
arriving at Columbia University in 
the early 1940s, where he enters 
into a triangle with Lucien Carr 
(Dane DeHaan) and his doomed 
benefactor David Kammerer (Mi- 
chael C. Hall), binges on nitrous 
with William S. Burroughs (Ben Fos- 
ter), and begins to find his voice as 
both a poet anda gay man. (Jack 
Kerouac eventually surfaces, but 
he’s as boring as ever.) Darlings’ cast 
members feel more willing to in- 
habit their roles without concern for 
their masculine images than the 
bros of On the Road, and Radcliffe is 
perfectly plausible as Ginsberg — 
while David Cross, who played the 
1965-model Ginsberg in I’m Not 
There, is an inspired choice to play 
Ginsberg’s father. And yet, for the 
pains Darlings takes to re-create the 
cool ambience of 1940s New York, 
the soundtrack choices are occasion- 
ally jarring; Bloc Party’s “The Pio- 
neers (M83 Remix)” could not feel 
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more inappropriate in a world in 
which homosexual panic was con- 
sidered a justifiable excuse to com- 
mit murder. Sherilyn Connelly 


Last Vegas 

Rated PG-13. Opens Friday at the 
AMC Metreon and the AMC Van Ness. 
Jon Turteltaub’s Last Vegas is the 
kind of harmless, crowd-pleasing 
confection that has long been Turtel- 
taub’s stock in trade. There are no 
surprises or dark twists in this story 
of lifelong friends Paddy (Robert De 
Niro), Archie (Morgan Freeman), 
Sam (Kevin Kline), and Billy (Mi- 
chael Douglas) gathering in Vegas for 
the wedding of wealthy playboy Billy 
to a much younger woman. Enter the 
far more age-appropriate lounge- 
singer Diana (Mary Steenburgen); 
will she help Billy see the light, and 
will the four friends work out their 
decades-old resentments? Every- 
thing unfolds as you'd expect, less 
The Hangover IV: The Wolf Pack Joins 
AARP and more City Slickers III: Vegas 
Vacation. Though the cast is not lack- 
ing in charisma, genuine comedy ac- 
tor Kline unsurprisingly gets most of 
the laughs, and the radiant Steen- 
burgen also owns every scene she’s 
in. To its credit, Last Vegas doesn't 
treat the idea of older people still 
having sex drives as a gross-out joke 
the way mainstream comedies are 
wont to (though Turteltaub seems to 
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linger on nubile young flesh, as if to 
compensate), and even the sadly in- 
evitable “That woman's reallya 
man!” joke introduces an actual 
character, with a backstory and 
mini-arc. Last Vegas is not ground- 
breaking, but it’s not as lazy as it 
might have been, either. S.C. 


American Indian Film Festival 
Opens Friday at the Delancey 
Street Theatre. 
Showcasing the best in Native Amer- 
ican cinema from the Bay Area and 
elsewhere, the 38th Annual Ameri- 
can Indian Film Festival kicks off 
with an appropriate bang in the form 
of Loretta Todd’s Skye & Chang, a 
2012 television pilot for the Aborigi- 
nal People’s Television Network. De- 
scribed without hyperbole as “a 
female-buddy martial-arts sci-fi 
mash-up with awesome Aboriginal 
superpowers, Skye & Chang is only 
45 minutes long, but it’s more enter- 
taining than many movies twice that 
length, and it'll leave you hoping it 
goes to a series. It plays in double fea- 
ture with Norry Niven’s feature- 
length drama Chasing Shakespeare, 
starring native San Franciscan 
Danny Glover as an Arkansas man 
recounting his life with his dying 
wife, a member of a mystical Ameri- 
can Indian clan. Another fest high- 
light is Bill Matson’s documentary 
Sitting Bull's Voice, about how the 
grandson of the famous Lakota 
leader overcame his own personal 
demons to become worthy of speak- 
ing for his legendary grandfather. 
And then there’s Wednesday’s sure- 
to-be-legendary screening of Star 
Wars: Episode IV — A New Hope, 
newly translated (with Lucasfilm’s 
permission) into the Navajo lan- 
guage. As if it weren't odd enough 
that Star Wars has not already been 
translated into Navajo, it’s actually 
the first major motion picture to be 
translated into any American Indian 
language — and this is a good place 
to start. S.C. 
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made the cult-like MOVE or its charismatically 
deranged leader John Africa tick, but that’s a 
deep enough topic to warrant its own movie. (S.C.)

12 Years a Slave In the 1840s, a free black man from 


upstate New York found himself kidnapped and sold 
into slavery. After a dozen years in hell, his rescue 
came from an abolitionist played by Brad Pitt. Ah, 
did we lose you? Fortunately, 12 Years a Slave is not 
just a minor vanity project for Pitt, who is one of 
its producers, but also a courageous step forward 
for director Steve McQueen, previously the maker 
of Hunger and Shame, and a great showpiece for 
Chiwetel Ejiofor, devastatingly good as Solomon 
Northup, the man whose brutal true story this is. 
As is his wont, McQueen (with writer John Ridley) 
proceeds less as storyteller than as rigorous 
aficionado of composure under extreme duress. 
A modest but cultivated man, a husband and 
father, Northup absorbs many episodes of evil, 
and the shock of shattered self-possession. He 
exemplifies the dignity of endurance. Ejiofor has 
a lot to work with, and it’s all in his voice, his body, 
his eyes. McQueen's familiar collaborator Michael 
Fassbender stands out among other pungent if 
short-lived supporting performances by Benedict 
Cumberbatch, Paul Giamatti, Paul Dano, Michael K. 
Williams, Sarah Paulson, and Lupita Nyong’o. There's 
arecurring piece of Hans Zimmer's music that also 
was in Inception, lending some emotional heft to 
that film, and therefore arguably taking some away 
from this one; viewers who recognize the piece may 
be thrown out of the moment and start expecting 
Leonardo DiCaprio to show up, which in turn might 
remind them of Django Unchained, possibly the 
last thing McQueen wants. As a history, 12 Years 
a Slave doesn't seem to bother asking whether 
we're more morally enlightened now; it already 
knows the unfortunate answer. (J.K.) 


God Loves Uganda You may detect some sarcasm in its 


title, which paraphrases and inverts an old familiar 
hateful slur, but by and large the salient trait of God 
Loves Uganda is its evenness of temper. Director 
Roger Ross Williams’ documentary backgrounder 
on Uganda's legislation to make homosexuality a 
crime punishable by life imprisonment — or, for 
“reoffenders,” death — calmly traces the origins 
of that so-called “Kill the Gays” bill back to a 
Missouri megachurch, the International House of 
Prayer in Kansas City. Neither IHOP honcho and 
one-time Prop. 8 cheerleader Lou Engle nor any 
of his bright-eyed proselytizers will quite cop to 
that, but one affable young missionary pronounces 
the whole situation overblown by Western media 
and figures that in any case the law itself is godly. 
These folks seem unaware of or untroubled by a 
Ugandan LGBT activist being beaten to death in 
the street, or a progressive Ugandan clergyman 
running for his life all the way to Boston, never to 
return, and so Williams methodically makes his case 
that such is the unfortunate fallout of American 
AIDS relief with the attached strings of right-wing 
evangelism. It is also mentioned, almost in passing, 
that Uganda's HIV infection rates have in fact risen 
since abstinence-only education began there. (J.K.) 
Let the Fire Burn Jason Osder’s documentary is 
constructed from archival footage concerning 
the events of a very bad day in May of 1985, when 
Philadelphia police laid siege to the fortified 
headquarters of the anarcho-primitivist Black 
Power group MOVE with water, tear gas, bullets, 
and, finally, explosives. The resulting fire caused 
the death of six adults and five children, the 
destruction of five dozen non-MOVE homes in the 
mostly black neighborhood, and an astonishing 
amount of inaction on the part of the authorities, 
who were content to let the fire do their work for 
them. There’s no modern footage or 20/20-hind- 
sight interviews, with only on-screen text filling in 
the gaps in narrative not covered by the video of 
the Special Investigation Commission's exhaustive 
hearing several months later, a contemporaneous 
interview with the heartbreakingly shy young boy 
who survived the ordeal, or the vast quantities of 
TV news coverage of the assault. (When the words 
“There was no camera with a direct view of the 
alley” appear on screen, it’s a reminder that the 
unthinkable things we're witnessing are all real.) 
Let the Fire Burn doesn't spend much time on what 
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dural thriller about the 2009 hijacking of the Maersk 
Alabama, the first American vessel to be boarded by 
pirates in 200 years? And why not cast Tom Hanks 
as the container-ship skipper who played a good 
strategic game against his attackers — at least until 
they kidnapped and stuffed him at gunpoint into a 
lifeboat. Screenwriter Billy Ray's stripped-down 
adaptation of Phillips’ memoir, A Captain's Duty, 
accords well with Paul Greengrass’ deliberately 
quotidian, documentary-style direction. While the 
events depicted here do at times suggest a sort of 
Die Hard on the high seas, the tone is refreshingly 
anti-triumphalist. Yes, Captain Phillips’ situation 
eventually was resolved with brutal efficiency by 
good ol’ SEAL Team Six, but he sure went through 
some wouldn’t-want-to-be-that-guy hell before 
that. Hanks is as good as he’s been in years, and 
newcomer Barkhad Abdi, a Somali nonactor from 
Minneapolis, plays the pirate leader with moving, 
guileless pathos. Aside from one gently emphasized 
exchange in which Phillips tells his captor there must 
be something more than fishing and kidnapping, 
and gets the reply, “Maybe in America,” the movie 
doesn't really say much. But maybe it's enough just 


to say: Wow, this happened. (J.K.) 


Gravity It cost $80M, takes place in Earth's orbit, and 


stars some of the world's biggest celebrities, and yet 
Alfonso Cuar6n’s breathtaking Gravity feels like an 
indie film about two people using their wits to survive 
in impossible circumstances. American astronauts 
Stone (Sandra Bullock) and Kowalsky (George Clooney) 
are working on the Hubble Telescope when disaster 
strikes, cutting off communications with Earth and 
leaving them to fend for themselves while avoiding 
clockwork swarms of debris. Cuarén one-ups his 
famous Children of Mentracking shots with an opening 
act achieved in a single take, and knowing it wasn’t 
really filmed in space make it no less impressive. 
This fluid style also makes the 3D Gravity (which, to 
be honest, should have been called Inertia) one of 
the few movies to truly convey that there's no up or 
down in space, and because Cuaron also respects the 
fact that there's no sound ina vacuum, Steven Price's 
beautiful score does alot of the heavy lifting. Working 
as both spectacle and a nail-biting puzzle, Gravity is a 
welcome throwback to the kind of astounding science 
fiction once heard on radio shows like X Minus One, 
with the equally welcome (and once-unthinkable) 
progress of a female hero. It's also one of the best 
science fiction movies in years. (S.C.) 


Informant Former radical activist and current Tea 


Party hero Brandon Darby is the kind of divisive 
figure that may seem heroic to those who admire 
testosterone-poisoned alpha males, but seems like 
an insufferable nozzle to the rest of us. Both sides 
are represented in Jamie Meltzer’s documentary 
Informant. Made with Darby's full participation, much 
of it inside the remote cabin where Darby has lived 
since receiving death threats for his undercover work 
with the FBI in 2008, Informant is also a story about 
the cycles of bullying: He chastises a non-vegetarian 
to “stop eating tofu” just because the fellow, a 
member of the activist cell Darby infiltrated for the 
FBI, is naturally thin and not a beefy bruiser like 
Darby — but he also acquiesces to those who are 
more powerful than him, such as the FBI. And, like 
most bullies, Darby doesn't seem to entirely grasp 
why people might be angry with him, even if he 
himself isn't sure why he did what he did. Informant 
feels like an Errol Morris homage, and even if it’s not 
quite up there with Morris's Mr. Death or The Fog of 
War, it may still be better than Darby deserves. (S.C.) 


The Trials of Muhammad Ali “Your greatest trial 


may not be in the ring,” Howard Cosell once told 
Muhammad Ali. “It may be with the American 
public.” The point still stands and is proved again 
in Bill Siegel's gut-punching new documentary, The 
Trials of Muhammad Ali, which revisits what Siegel 
has described as “the explosive crossroads” of Ali's 
life. In a few short but turbulent years, he became 
the world heavyweight champion, became a Muslim 
and changed his name from Cassius Clay, refused to 
join the Vietnam War, saw his title and his livelihood 
stripped, took his appeal to the Supreme Court, 
and went on a tour of public appearances, during 
which the one-time “Louisville Lip,” long known as 
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a loudmouth, spoke up for real. Best known for the 
Oscar-nominated 2002 documentary The Weather 
Underground, which he co-directed with one-time San 
Franciscan Sam Green, Siegel also was a researcher 
on Hoop Dreams, another perceptive report from the 
intersection of sports and social critique. With The 
Trials of Muhammad Alihe has succeeded in delivering 


Mikl-Em, and Tim Kay make a dark discovery, i.e., 
that the script of this Blair Witch Project sequel is 
even more shaky than the cinematography of its 
predecessor.

a rare and special breed of documentary: the new 
chronicle we didn't know we needed. It happens to 
come on the heels of a new HBO drama directed by 
Stephen Frears, Muhammad Ali's Greatest Fight, but 
in the same way that the world made room a few 
years ago for more than one movie about Truman 
Capote writing In Cold Blood, so it surely can allow 
two retrospective illuminations of Ali's conscientious 


objection. Besides, Siegel's is great. (J.K.) 

Torn Jeremiah Birnbaum’s moving drama Torn is an 
examination of grief among ordinary people in dire 
circumstances, and just what it means to be ordinary 
in post-9/11 America. After their teenage sons are 
killed in an explosion at a Bay Area mall, well-to-do 
Pakistani real estate agent Maryam (Mahnoor Baloch) 
and blue-collar Caucasian cleaning lady Lea (Dendrie 
Taylor) bond over their mutual grief — a bond which is 
strained when law enforcement starts suggesting that 
Maryam’s son might have been responsible, what with 
him being Muslim and thus clearly a potential terrorist. 
Certain characters are portrayed in somewhat broad 
strokes, particularly the antagonistic FBI Agent Reese 
(Sharon Washington, doing the best with what she’s 
given), but that’s because the focus is rightly on 
Baloch and Taylor, who are both fantastic in their 
roles. While the themes of Muslim assimilation are 
reminiscent of the recent The Reluctant Revolutionary 
and The Attack, Torn goes in refreshingly unexpected 
directions in its narrative, pointing out certain truths 
about the history of terrorism in America that were 
not only beyond the scope of those films, but tend 
to be ignored when bombs explode in real life. And 
while the ending seems alittle contrived at first, upon 
reflection it makes a terrible kind of sense — also like 
real life. (S.C.)

ls the nine-dollar cocktail bar the new dive?

Not very long ago, the open- 
ing of a bar with a menu full of 10 in- 
triguing cocktails would have made a 
splash. (A bar with a menu at all 
might have even made wavelets). In 
the last few years, places such as the 
Castro’s Churchill, the Mission’s Dr. 
Teeth and the Electric Mayhem, So- 
Ma’s Driftwood, and Virgil’s Sea 
Room in La Lengua have brought this 
model to precincts of the city that 
have always been dense with bars and 


clubs. It’s been so successful that now, 


each neighborhood in San Francisco 
— every micro-hood, even — seems 
slated to get its own slightly upscale 
venue full of Cynar and Bénédictine. 
This is the age of the Nine-Dollar 
Cocktail Bar. 

Occupying a niche somewhere 
between neighborhood dive and 
ultra-lounge, the institution of the 
Nine-Dollar Cocktail Bar borrows 
something from each to create a dif- 
ferent kind of space, unique in char- 
acter even as it leans on an easily 
replicated model. Like a proper dive, 
the $9CB has a welcoming atmo- 
sphere where the beer is on tap, the 
crowd mostly lives within walking 
distance, and the décor is tongue-in- 
cheek and secondhand — or at least 
takes great pains to appear so. As 
with a lounge, it’s a place that could 
conceivably be part of a nice date 


and where, most importantly, you 
could easily drop some serious coin. 
But it’s the overtly conspicuous 
bottle service and overall appearance 
of spending money as a kind of end 
in itself that these more understated 
bars rebel against. No one’s going to 
throw down five grand on a bachelor 
party when the place is cash-only 
and looks like a fussily curated ver- 
sion of grandma’s basement strung 
with Edison bulbs, which is just how 
Nine-Dollar Cocktail Bar patrons like 
it. Similarly, the self-seriousness of 
bourbon-soaked speakeasies, with 
their passwords and “Don’t Even 
Think of Asking for a ‘Cosmo”” edicts, 
seems to be ebbing. A business can’t 
very well issue such commands when

its customer base is limited to reg- 
ulars from neighborhoods within a 
one-mile radius. They'll just pick up 
a six-pack and catch up on The Walk- 
ing Dead if they think you're a jerk, 
reclaimed wood be damned, and bye- 
bye Yelp review. 

Den of hipsterdom though it 
may be, the Nine-Dollar Cocktail 
Bar embodies the democratization 
of connoisseurship and hedonism 
both. Even the most obscure liqueur 
will eventually find its way into the 
hands of an able mixologist, and 
this doesn’t even count those sin- 
gle-purpose watering holes (such 
as the wonderful Smuggler’s Cove, 
with its focus on rum). Sure, you 
can’t make much of a decadent 
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evening at the Nine-Dollar Cocktail 
Bar if you're dead broke, but San 
Francisco is fast becoming the kind 
of place where there aren’t many 
starving artists. (With rents like 
these, who could possibly afford the 
luxury of starvation?) Yet instead of 
nightlife class warfare, we seem to 
have class fusion. The Twitter IPO 
millionaire-to-be and the barista can 
and do fraternize here without any 
visual disjunction or lack of cultural 
currency. Everyone, it seems, loves a 
Pimm’s Cup. 

But gone is most any vestige of 
what bars primarily used to be, those 
smoky, no-frills, working class spac- 
es where a man — almost always 
a man — could drown his sorrows 
or just get out of the house for a 
bit. The Nine-Dollar Cocktail Bar is 
invariably happy, even silly, but also 
fastidious, with a jukebox pains- 
takingly curated by a DJ (Virgil’s), 
well-designed lights and sconces 
(Holy Water), sexy art (Blackbird) or 
taxidermy (Royal Cuckoo) alongside 
staples such as Big Buck Hunter 
(Royal Tug) or a fireplace (Iron & 
Gold). It is also comparatively anti- 
septic, and not just because the spac- 
es themselves are new. 

As with coffee, everything per- 
taining to alcohol is fancier now. Is 
this the end of the social acceptabil- 
ity of the humble vodka tonic? Now 
that you can get a Moscow Mule or a 
Sazerac just about anywhere, could 
the spirit/mixer/garnish model of 
cocktail basics soon appear as dated 
as ordering a Harvey Wallbanger? 
One envisions the proverbial barfly 
wandering into Virgil’s looking mys- 
tified. Think of some gruff trucker 
holding a cup of single-origin, pour- 
over drip coffee and wondering what 
the hell happened to the world. 

Hopefully, we'll always have 
a Tunnel Top Bar or a Pissed-Off 
Pete’s or a Clooney’s — which itself 
accommodated the transformation 
of Valencia by hosting a pop-up last 
summer — but such classic dives are 
not the types of bars that are open- 
ing anymore. You can’t pay the rent 
by selling cans of Olympia alone, and 
since the magic of a great dive bar is 
something akin to bottled lightning, 
you probably couldn't just wp and 
open a 500 Club today even if you 
wanted to. 

Implicitly, one might even read a 
new puritanism in this trend, where 
one goes out drinking more for the 
experience of quality ingredients 
kissing the palate than for the vulgar 
pleasures of simply getting drunk 
with your friends and seeing where 
the night takes you. And nobody 
feels good waking up hungover on 
Tuesday having burned through 50 
bucks on Monday, which is pretty 
easy to do when the drinks are stiff 
and the prices high. The synthesis 
of hipster and yuppie, once oceans 
apart, continues.

The cable cars are a wonder- 
ful institution, absolutely indivisible 
from San Francisco, and we would lay 
down in front of one if ever there were 
plans to remove them, but let’s face it, 
dining options by the cable car lines are 
like following a rainbow to the end and 
finding a big bowl of crap where the gold 
should be. 

Fortunately, there is now an excep- 
tion to this rule in Terminus, the café/ 
bar at 10 California St., diagonally 
across from the terminus of the ca- 
ble car line — but the name is also a 
play on a long-gone French absinthe. 
It’s the newest venture from Dennis 
Leary, whose downtown empire also 
includes House of Shields and the 
Sentinel, and it’s open a whopping 19 
hours a day, longer than the most driv- 
en hedge-funder’s weekday schedule. 

While the menu rotates dai- 
ly, breakfast emphasizes pastry 
and goodies such as a light, eggy 
bread pudding, and lunch is sand- 
wich-heavy. The pork shoulder (with 
ham, cheese, pickles, and spicy 
mustard on two slices of Leary’s own 
white bread, glazed to perfection with 
an egg wash) was pretty much un-im- 
provable, just fatty and juicy enough 
to keep from falling apart. 

Judging a place on its beer taps is 
like evaluating dates based on their 
cars hood ornaments, but know that 
Tricerahops Double IPA and Goose Is- 
land Matilda are available. If you want 
a drink with lunch, though, you'll 
have to eat a late breakfast because 
the taps (and that appealing shelf 
of single-malt Scotch) are forbidden 
until 2 p.m. 

Mirrored and hung with globe 
lights, Terminus is predominantly 
black-and-white without being stark, 
and has a long concrete bar with 
about 15 stools. Tables were lacking 
during its first few days in business, 
and nearly everyone who walked in 
saw the lack of furniture, paused, and 
asked, “Are you open?” Yes, it was, 
softly, and even in that phase, it was 
worth it.

Fake It ‘Til 
You Make It

“I got a job!” my 23-year-old 


burlesque dancer friend Alaric said as 
we slipped over to a table at InnerFog 
wine bar. “A real job! With benefits! A 
grown-up job!” 

The place was packed with people 
in a way that a wine bar shouldn't be. 

“Congratulations,” I said. “You're 
moving up in the world.” 

“Totes!” 

I scowled at her. “I don’t think 
youre allowed to say ‘totes’ after 
someone tells you you're moving up in 
the world.” 

She scowled back. “I’m a millennial. 
[ have rights.” 

A waitress slid through the crowd. 
“Are you ready to order?” 

The menus are four-page paper 
squares with wines available by the 
half-glass, glass, and bottle. Alaric 
stared down. Confronted with so 
many options, her eyes scanned the 
paper without any information com- 
ing back. She looked over at me, gave 
me the you know something about wine 
look. 

Time to play the grown-up. “We'll 
each take a glass of the Brutocao. The 
Sangio/Primitivo blend.” 

The waitress nodded. “Good 
choice,’ and stepped away around the 
crowd. My young friend smiled. I'd 
served my function well. 

But here’s the trick: I know as 
much about wines as a Mark Twain 
impersonator knows about history. 
Just enough to be convincing. I know 
how actual wine connoisseurs talk, 
how they act, and I’ve been faking 
it my whole life. And — this is the 
important part — I know that they’re 
faking it too. 

The explosion of good wines has 
made it impossible even for the pro- 
fessionals to keep track. We live in an 
era of such splendid abundance that 
following great California vineyards 
alone is a full-time job. And then 
there’s Chilean pais and South Afri- 
can pinotage ... Ukrainian sparkling 
whites and Cavernet Sauvignon from 
the Golan Heights ... 

Wine bars like the InnerFog are 
based on the premise that someone 
at the end of the line actually knows 
enough to know what they’re doing. 
Which just isn’t true. Not in the way 
we want it to be. 

InnerFog’s solution is to heavily 
qualify their menu. Instead of sorting 
wines by region, grape, or vineyard, 
it sorts them by generic flavor. Reds 
come in “soft,” rounded,” and “pow- 
erful,” while whites are “sparkling,” 
“bright,” “aromatic,” and “rich.” The 
wine list is actually less extensive 
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than it looks. Their beer list is almost 
as long, which ought to cost a wine 
bar some kind of fine. But effectively 
they’re giving you a cheat sheet, and 
it works: The illusion of choice means 
youre more likely to end up witha 
wine you like, whether or not you 
know where it comes from and what 
the grape is. Provided you stay within 
a flavor category you like, it’s hard to 
go wrong. 

“T’ve been listening to classical 
music again,’ Alaric said. “Because 
every other kind of music I listen to I 
now associate with someone else. So 
when I listen to it, I think of them, 
and I feel like who I was when I was 
with them. It’s only when I listen to 
classical music that I’m just listening 
to music, and I’m myself. Does that 
make sense?” 

“Oh yeah. Especially when you live 
hard. The people we bump into leave 
impressions on our lives. Dents on 
our senses. Hey, question.” 

“Yes?” 

I looked around. “Ts it ... all ... 
women in here?” 

She checked out the room. “Oh my 
god, you're right.” 

The waitress brought our wine, 
which was excellent. Even knowing 
that the sommelier at InnerFog is 
faking it, just on a much higher level 
than me, they do a nice job with the 
selection. Price and taste meet about 
where they should. 

“Question,” I asked the waitress. 
“This crowd ... it’s virtually all women. 
What’s that about?” 

“Tt usually is,” she said. “I think 
that’s because this doesn’t feel like 
a ‘bar’ at all, you know?” She waited 
for me to nod. “There’s no music, no 
‘scene, it’s more like a living room 
vibe, they can just come and kick back 
and talk and drink wine, and that’s it. 
No pressure.” 


“Yeah, I can see that,” Alaric said. “I 


think Pll come back.” 

“You'll fit right in.” The waitress 
smiled and walked away. 

“Actually,” Alaric said, “this would 
make a really great date bar if it were 
just a little less crowded.” 

I considered. “More chill than ro- 
mantic, but it would work on an off 
night.” 

“Totes.” 

“You shouldn’t say that to me.” 

“Why not?” 

“Because you just got a real job. 
You should be paying attention to 
how well I fake adulthood.” 


She was caught, suddenly, between 


a bar telling her to kick back anda 


friend telling her the secret of life is to 


get good at pretending to be an adult. 

We all must face this choice some 
day. She was still thinking about it 
when we left.

Haunted 
House

Earlier this month, Honey 
Soundsystem ended its weekly 
residency at the Holy Cow witha 
massive party in honor of San 
Francisco hi-NRG icon Patrick 
Cowley. That, however, did not mark 
the end of Honey Soundsystem as a 
promotional entity; instead it’s going 
on to promote bigger and more 
involved events than ever. One of 
them is this weekend, a freaky 
Halloween party thrown 
collaboratively with like-minded 
outfit No Way Back at F8, a low-key, 
late-night club in SOMA. 

The headliner is WT Records 
label head William Burnett, DJing 
under his Willie Burns moniker. 
He’s a longtime New York resident 
whose abrasive dance releases — 
on respected underground labels 
like L.I.E.S., Sequencias, and 
Creme Organization — have made 
him a celebrated phenomenon in 
recent years. His sound is lo-fi and 
gritty, emblematic of a scene that 
dispenses with modern digital 
technology in favor of the bulky 
equipment of yesteryear. In fact, 
Willie Burns as an alias evolved 
from his developing interest 
in dance music and old-school 
samplers. “Willie Burns happened 
just because of the [E-mu sampler] 
SP-12 that I’ve got in the studio,” 
he told URB magazine. “It’s really 
limiting, you only have five seconds 
of sample time. [But], you can 
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make a track in 10 minutes.” 
Because of this fixation, his tracks 
have the flair of a different era; 
songs like “Pong in a Tracksuit” 
and “Overlord” are stripped down, 
sounding like lost tape experiments 
from some abandoned ’80s Detroit 
warehouse party. His music has 
ominous dimensions, which makes 
him extremely well-suited for the 
demands of Halloween. 

While Burnett will undoubtedly 
be bringing the scare, his onslaught 
ought to be tempered by the 
comparably lighthearted Split Secs, 
a Los Angeles duo consisting of 
Alexandre Mouracade and Travis 
TK Disko (who, it should be noted, 
earned his chops DJing during San 
Francisco’s 90s rave moment). 
Their discography is short, but 
in the past three years they’ve 
developed a quick following for 
their fun, nostalgic take on vocal 
house and disco. Last year they

Rock ‘n’ Roll 
Is Garbage 


How Total Trash grew 
from throwing illicit 
warehouse parties to 
multi-day festivals.

On a rickety table behind 
Eli’s Mile High Club in Oakland, Mar- 
cos Ribak displays a trio of bizarre 
objects. He has arrived with a candle 
bearing the patron saint of death, a 
deck of true-crime playing cards, and 
a tattered pulp volume of macabre 
Italian comics. His former bandmate 
passes by and nods at the objects ap- 
provingly, as if deeming them telling 
totems of Ribak’s character. They 
certainly are this month: The low- 
brow cultural artifacts speak to the 
primitive rock ’n’ roll Ribak champi- 
ons with his live music booking out- 
fit Total Trash, and the death candle 
hints at his upcoming slew of shows 
for Halloween — a victory lap after 
Total Trash’s most successful and 
ambitious year yet. 

An East Bay native, Ribak 
founded the band Rock N Roll Ad- 
venture Kids in 1999 and toured 
exhaustively around the United 
States. Soon, booking shows locally 
became inseparable from playing in 
other cities. Returning favors for 
out-of-town musicians is a crux of 
independent touring, but Ribak’s 
kind gestures eventually snow- 
balled into a full-time vocation. He 
officially founded Total Trash in 
2008 to host the Spits at now-de- 
funct Oakland warehouse space 
Ghost Town. 

In an acknowledgment of his 
tireless work, Ribak collaborated 
with noted Fullerton label Burger 
Records to bring headliners like 
Redd Kross, The Oblivians, and 
Jonathan Richman to Oakland’s 
Mosswood Park earlier this year. 
July’s Burger Boogaloo involved co- 
ordinating a police presence, food 
trucks, city permits, musicians, and 
security for the park’s first music 
festival, which drew about 3,000 
people over two days, Ribak says. 
It was a big success, but it wasn’t 
his first. Last year’s Total Trash 
Halloween inspired John Dwyer to 
re-form his pre-Thee Oh Sees group 
Coachwhips and headline the festi- 
val before a sold-out crowd. “If you 
ever come to the Bay Area, just re- 
member — the real action is across 
the bridge in Oakland,” crowed 
Vice magazine in a Total Trash BBQ 
recap, though it almost could have 
swapped out the city as a whole for 
Ribak’s events exclusively. 

In the last five years, Ribak 
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grew Total Trash from a snappy 
tag for his warehouse gatherings 
to a potent booking enterprise, 
but the mission remains the same. 
Citing his upcoming Total Trash 
Halloween — which will unfurl 
over three days on both sides of 
the Bay beginning Oct. 31— Ribak 
says, I always hope people will find 
out about a band like Wounded 
Lion because they came to see a 
band like the Sonics.” Indeed, his 
approach pairs local figureheads 
Shannon and the Clams and ca- 
nonical legends like the Sonics — a 
fierce ’60s frat-rock band that pro- 
foundly influenced modern garage 
— with maverick newcomers like 
Wounded Lion and tuneful locals 
Meat Market. So Ribak’s work still 
serves the young acts on shoestring 
budgets who galvanized him to 
book shows in the first place. 

Total Trash demands Ribak’s 
complete commitment, especial- 
ly since it’s only now beginning 
to yield a return. “Last year was 
the first time I profited,” he says. 
That’s partly because legitimizing 
his events to accommodate bigger 


Marcos Ribak 
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headliners has created massive 
overhead. Permitting and staffing 
costs for Burger Boogaloo exceeded 
the fees paid to artists, and bills 
from it continue to arrive. 

Still, 2013 has seen Ribak’s most 
ambitious events yet. Despite the 
obstacles, he insists that “there is 
a greater good to come from all of 
this.” He excitedly reveals uncon- 
firmed headliners for next year’s 
Burger Boogaloo, and resolves to 
continue booking festivals in Oak- 
land’s centrally located Mosswood 
Park, without the burdensome 
presence of corporate sponsors. His 
core motivation seems to be gener- 
osity, an unwavering commitment 
to aiding new bands. As it turns 
out, the curious objects he spread 
on our table at the interview were 
meant as gifts.

Some “bands” are manifestations of essentially one person. In 1995 Van- 
couver’s Dan Bejar more or less became Destroyer: singing, writing, and 
playing most of his own instruments. Bejar’s chief inspirations seem to 
be maverick U.K. songsters David Bowie and Kevin Ayers, and droll, 
quirky popsters like Prefab Sprout and the Monochrome Set — he’s 
known for mordant lyrics, slightly precious vocalizing, and idiosyncratic 
but efficiently catchy melodies. Destroyer’s latest, Five Spanish Songs, 
finds Bejar interpreting the work of his Spanish “counterpart,” Senior 
Chinaro, aka Antonio Luque, a Catalonian alt-rocker with a simpatico 
style, and is sung entirely in Spanish. The crunchy T. Rex stomp of “El 
Rito” should bridge the English- and Spanish-speaking parts of our 
planet ala “La Bamba.” This week finds him performing solo in support

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YOUR SISTER'S KEEPER 


By Dan Savage 


Two years ago, I found aletter in my sister's car inform- 
ing her that the blood she gave during a charity blood 
drive had tested positive for HIV. I didn't say anything 
to her at the time, because it was a really bad time, I 
wasn't supposed to find out, and I didn’t know what to 
say. In the time since, there were a couple times that it 
sounded like she came close to telling me, but never did. 
I worry she never will. She has also recently had some 
health complications that raise concern about how well 
she’s taking care of herself, and Iam concerned that 
she’s missing out on treatment that she should be re- 
ceiving out of fear that someone in our family might 
find out. (As an added complication, our family is a 
bunch of judgmental religious immigrant types.) 

My sister and I have had a complicated relation- 
ship growing up and have really only begun to get 
along in the last few years. In short, our relationship 
is fragile, but I care for her deeply. I can't really 
understand the gravity of having to live with HIV, 
especially being from such a family as ours, but I 
wish we could have her diagnosis acknowledged be- 
tween us so she can know that I’m not going to stop 
loving her, that I respect her no less, and that I want 
to help take care of her. I want her to feel supported, 
because this must be terrifying to face alone. But 
that means having a conversation that I'm not sure I 
have the right to start. What should I do? 
Sensitive Issue Surrounds Treating Errant 
Retroviruses 


Your sister may not be facing HIV alone. She could 
have confided in friends, she could be seeing a 
great HIV doc, she could be attending a support 
group. And if your sister were in good health, SIS- 
TER, I would encourage you to run with those as- 
sumptions, i.e., that she’s getting the help and 
emotional support she needs. Because it’s gener- 
ally a good idea to err on the side of respecting a 
sibling's right to privacy — even if that respect is 
retroactive in your case — while also respecting 
your sister's specific right to control who she tells 
about her HIV status. 

But it doesn’t sound like your sister is in 
good health. 

While it’s possible that she’s facing unre- 
lated health problems that you've wrongly 
attributed to her HIV infection — people with 
HIV can come down with other shit — that 
could be a risky assumption. You wanna show 
respect for your sister, of course, but you don’t 
wanna respect your sister to death. If there’s 
a chance your sister hasn’t sought treatment 
because she feared it would get back to your 
family (she’s still on your parents’ health in- 
surance, her physician is a family friend) or 
because there’s some other issue that prevent- 
ed her from accessing services for people with 
HIV (language barriers, cultural barriers), I’m 
going to urge you to err on the side of speaking 
up. Tell your sister what you know and tell her 
how you found out. If you don't tell her how 
you learned about her HIV diagnosis — “How 
did you know?” “That doesn’t matter!” — your 
sister will worry that rumors are spreading and 
that other people already know. So you have to 
come clean about snooping. 

Then tell her you love her, tell her you're 
worried for her, and tell her you want to make 
sure she’s getting both the medical care and the 
emotional support she needs to stay healthy. 
She may be upset that you know something she 
wanted to keep secret — she may be furious — 
but you can point to the last two years as proof 
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that you can be trusted to keep her HIV status 
confidential. You can’t be trusted alone in her 
car with her mail, obviously, but you've proven 
to her that you aren't going to blab about this to 
the rest of the family. 


I’ve been reading your column for years, and that 
helped me tremendously as my husband's kinky side 
began to emerge. We have recently started flirting 
with the idea of “same-room sex” with other couples. 
We want a couple to watch us have sex, and we want 
to watch them have sex, but there would be no physical 
contact between the couples. But we have had a diffi- 
cult time finding couples that do not want a soft or full 
swap. Long story short, I have decided to surprise my 
husband with a prostitute who will watch and video us 
but not have contact with either of us. I think he will 
be thrilled. But I'm wondering if you have any advice 
on this situation. What are the dos and don’ts? lam 
totally naive about sex work and sex workers, and I'm 
also afraid I could get jealous since there would be no 
other man in the room for me! I should mention that 
we have had same-room sex with a couple and it went 
fairly well, but we couldn't really perform because they 
kept trying to initiate a swap with us. Help me avoid 
possible pitfalls! 

Monogamous Voyeurs And Exhibitionists 


“Surprises are generally unwelcome when it comes 
to sex, and especially to sex work,” says Siouxsie Q, 
a Bay Area sex worker as well as the creator and 
host of the WhoreCast (thewhorecast.com), a 
weekly podcast about sex work and sex workers. 
“You think your husband will be thrilled by a sur- 
prise prostitute — but what if he is not?” 

You're already worried that you might not be 
into it: You wanna be watched by a male/female 
couple, but you're only thinking about hiring a 
woman, and that could leave you feeling jealous 
and left out. 

“But if you are going to hire a pro, you might 
as well get exactly what you want, right?” says 
Siouxsie. “There are plenty of escorts who do 
‘doubles’ with other escorts. Take the time to 
do the research and find a provider who offers 
doubles with a male escort or a partner — some 
providers even specialize in this! Communicate 
about it with your husband, and instead of put- 
ting together an elaborate surprise, embark on a 
sexual adventure together. The process of look- 
ing through ads and picking out people you both 
find attractive may even be fun.” 

Siouxsie recommends booking at least two 
hours for a session like this — you don’t want 
to rush through your fantasy, right? — and to 
respect your sex worker’s quoted rate, i.e., no 
haggling over their hourly rate. 

“When your providers arrive, communicate 
your boundaries and expectations clearly so ev- 
eryone is on the same page,” says Siouxsie, “and 
you and your husband should agree in advance 
about either of you being able to call a ‘time-out’ 
mid-session in order to reestablish boundaries 
or to talk something out. And finally, on a more 
personal note, this sounds like a really fun ses- 
sion that most providers I know would be really 
stoked to book! So get out there and make your 
fantasies come true!”
